POWER AND BANK BILLS 
PASSED BY ASSEMBLY 


River Projects and Savings In- 
vestment Approved — Senate 
Adopts Election Legislation.

ALBATTY, N. Y¥., March 19:—The 
Assembly tonight passed the only 
water power bills on which both 
parties have been able to agree. They 
apply only to the development of 
inland streams upon which river 
régulating districts have been formed. 
About 1,000,000 hydroelectric horse- 
power is involved. 

One of the two bills, introduced by 
Assemblyman Willis H. Sargent, Re- 
publican, of Syracuce. sets: up a com- 
mission to invostigate the revenues 
—— to power companies and to 

etermine what should be just com- 
pensation to the State. The other 
prohibits developments in the vicinity 
of Saranac Lake, the Ausable Reser- 
voir or Lake Placid. 

The Assembly also passed the two 
remaining bank bills increasing the 
legal scope of investments for sav- 
ings banks and trust funds. Since 
these measures had alteady been 


by the Senate the complete |p, 


passed 
legislative program of the banks now 
awaits the Governor’s approval. 

One of the bills passed tonight 
opens for investment the obligations 
of a greatly extended number of 
counties, cities and school districts. 
The other permits the savings banks 
to hold ninety-day promissory notes 
pledged by legal securities. Assem- 
blyman Jacob Schwartzwald, Demo- 
crat, of Brooklyn, was the only man 
to vote against the measures. 

The Senate took final action on 
seventy-five bills tonight. Among 
the bills passed was the entire series 
of measures sponsored by Attorney 
General Ottinger designed to. put 
tedth into the Election law.

PASSIVE RESISTANCE HINTED 


Opposition’s Followers May Be 
Asked to Refuse to Pay Taxes 
—Minister Ridicules Move.

BUCHAREST, March 19.=Events 
which foreshadow a domestic. polit- 
ical crisis in Rumania, awaited since 
the death of Jon” Bratianu last 
November, are occuring rapidly. fol- 
lowing the meeting here yesterday 
of 60,000 members of the Peasant 
Party. That party’s’ Sefidtors and 
Deputies withdrew from Parliament 
this afternoon as a protest against 
the refusal by the Regéncy Council 
to accede to their demands to force 
the immediate resignation of Vintila 
Bratianu and his Cabinet, and name 
M. Maniu,. the. Peasant leader, 
Premier of Rumania. 

By. withdrawing from .Parliament 
the Peasant Party signifies its inten- 
tion to begin active intrigues against 
the Bratianu régime before the latter 
can carry out its promise-to call na- 
tional elections. 

From the death of Jon Bratianu to 
the present time the Peasant leader, 

aniu, has. worked among his 
constitutents, mostly the Transylva- 
nian peasants, to complete an organi- 
zation which would have a chance of 
winning an election. He declared that 
the several mass meetings in various 
parts of the country in the past few 
months, and his efforts in this direc- 
tion, were successful, and he chal- 
lenged the Government in and out of 
Parliament to call elections. Con- 
cluding that the Government did not 
intend to hold elections at all, the 
Peasant Party has now begun a gen- 
eral movement to force. the Regency 
to have recourse to the electorate or 
place the Government in their hands. 


Called Party to Consult. 


Both the Liberal Party, that of 
the Government, and the Peasant 
Party already have held scores of 
mass méeings over the country, but 
the Cabinet has steadfastly refused 
permission for the Opposition to hold 
a gathering in the capital. Las 
week, on a question of voting confi- 
dence in the Government’s foreign 
felicy relating to the dispute with 

ungary on the Transylyanian prop- 
erty, M. Maniu succeeded in gaining 

rmission to bring his followers to 
uicharest, pleading that before he 
could support the Government he 
must consult the party in full meet- 
ing. As a show of force for their 
demands the Peasants were to re- 
main in Bucharest until today’s con- 
ference of M. Maniu and his col- 
le es with the Regency. 
at ‘conference took place this 
a and lasted an hour, after 
which M. Maniu told the newspapers 
the Regency had declared it could 
not grant his request until it had 
made a thorough examination of the 
situation. The Regency Council 
agreed to remain neutral toward all 
parties, “and to make litical 
changes in Rumania when it believed 
the time opportune. 

M. Maniu apparently agreed to &c- 
cept this condition for the time be- 
ing, because he immediately reported 
the results of the conversation to the 

arty leaders, with the suggestion 
hat the peasants return to their 
homes. But M. Maniu, with the other 
party leaders, decided that inasmuch 
as their first attack against the 
Government had met with no a 


parent retaliation, they would wit aif 


draw all their members from Par- 
liament and begin a campaign of 
passive resistance, which they intend 
must en* in elections or the over- 
throw of the Bratianu Government. 


Threat of Passive Resistance. 

Last Autumn M. Maniu threatened 
the Government with passive resis- 
tance, he said, when he would order 
all his adherents to refuse to pay 
taxes or carry on commerce. Now it 
is generally. supposed he will carry 
ou* this threat, although it is under- 
stood he is having a difficult time to 
curb several of his colleagues who 
want more drastic methods, to even 
the extent of a coup d’état. 

The Liberal newspapers this after- 
noon reported the answer of the 
Regency to the peasant demands as 
more decisive than M. Maniu had 
announced it, and the papers declare 
the answer was a decisive no, with 
the explanation that there was no 
necessity for a change in Govern- 
ment now. 

At this afternoon’s meeting of Par- 
liament the Peasant Deputy, Stephen 

op, notified Parliament of with- 
drawal of the Peasants. He read a 
statement saying: ‘‘A mass meeting 
of the Peasant Party today learned 
the results of the audience of their 
leader with the Regency and de- 
clared the answer was not satisfac- 
tory. The party decided to convoke 
a congress at Alba Julia on March 22. 

. Pop said his party called upon 
God to protect Rumania, then he left 
the chamber, followed by all the 
Peasant Deputies. 

At the same time the Peasant 
members left the Senate, where the 
same declaration had been read. 

After their departure the Minister 
of the Interior, M. Duca, addressed 
Parliament, saying: 

“This action is more comic than 
others of the Peasant Party during 
the last ten years. It is foolish to 
suppose the Regency would give 
power to Maniu, who had a meeting 
or a few thousand people in Du 
charest. Their withdrawal will have 
no consequences whatever. We will 
continue in power. If the Opposition 
respects the laws it will be treated 
accordingly, but if it begins unlaw- 
ful action we know how to answer.”

lapsible eot had been taken out and 
set up between two motors and a 
body deposited on it, probably that 
of the first of the seventeen in the 
motor room to collapse. 

But the investigators today found 
everything in the engine and motor 
rooms too thickly coated with oil to 
enable them to find evidence which 
would show how long the men lived 
in this part of the ship and exactly 
what had hastened their fate. 


Marks of Eammering Found. 


The inspecting officers found one 
spot on a plate in the inside of the 
torpedo room from which the white 
paint had been worn off. There 
were marks here of incessant ham- 


mering. Here Lieutenant Graham 
N. Fitch had, with a hammer or 
monkey wrench, beaten si s in 
Morse code for nearly two days, ex- 
plaining conditions in their compart- 
ment to divers and to sister subma- 
rines. 

With its maze of tubes, levers, 
cranes, valves and other machinery, 
very little of the inside of the hull 
was exposed and Lieutenant Fitch 
had done all his telegraphing by 
hammer-taps from the one spot. 

One of the messages from Lieuten- 
ant Fitch had reported fourteen 
inches of water in the compartment 
and more gradually seeping in. Lying 
102 feet below the water level, the 
pressure of water extending through 
the rent in the battery room was 
sufficient to force it around the 
edges of the dead light, or circular 
glass window, in the door leading 
from the torpedo room to the bat- 
tery room, 

They had met this problem by 
driving bits of rubber into the leaks 
around the thick glass window and 
holding them in place with pieces of 
wood. When the torpedo room was 
entered for the first time today, this 
arrangement was found to be still 
in its place. 


Oxygen Tank Intact on Rack. 


Another of Lieutenant Fitch’s mes- 
sages had been a request for haste 
because of the badness of the air and 
the fact that only one oxygen tank 
was left. To their surprise the in- 
specting officers today found an 
oxygen tank containing considerable 
compressed oxygen. he tank was 
on its rack. 

There was only one satisfactory 
coniprtee. Intent on conserving it 
to the last, this had been left for 
future use. But the six men, over- 
come with fatigue and the drowsiness 
of approaching asphyxiation from 
the exhausted air on the third day, 
all lost consciousness. 

Those who had gone to sleep in 
normal fashion did not awaken, and 
others dozed off in semi-asphyxiation 
which soon became full asphyxiation. 
Those in their bunks were undoubt- 
edly there by orders of Lieutenant 
Fitch, as absolute quiet and rest was 
a common sense method of conserv- 
ing the oxygen in the air. 

When the torpedo room had been 
flooded in the course of the salvage 
operations, the bodies had_ been 
washed from their bunks, floated 
about and were found today lying at 
haphazard in the machinery. 

The state of their bunks and their 
partially clad condition, however, in- 
dicated that the five had been sleep- 
ing. The temperature at the ocean 
bottom was 34 degrees, and if they 
had not been in their bunks they 
would have been bundled up as much 
as possible against the cold. 


No Trace Yet of Messages. 

The inspecting officers had been 
directed to search for the implement 
with which: Lieutenant Fitch made 
the signals, but this wes not found. 
Several inches of water still re- 
mained on the bottom of the com- 
partment, hiding objects of this kind. 

No messages were found. The 
search was not exhaustive. Messages

ALL PROTESTS HAVE FAILED 


Long Series of Offenses Convinces 
Germans It Is Useless to 
Continue Relations.

BERLIN, March 19.—Germany may 
be compelled to follow Britain’s ex- 
ample and break off relations with 
Soviet Russia unless some explana- 
tion of the arrest of German me- 
chanical experts is given promptly, 
it is learned tonigl{ from reliable 
source: close to the Foreign Office. 
That a complete diplomatic break 
will be made is rather doubted, but 
a State of affairs amounting to vir- 
tually the same thing is believed 
likely to grow out of the present 
controversy. 

Moscow’s present action, or rather 
lack of action, is a direct violation of 
the visions of the Russo-German 
treaty of Oct. 12, 1925, Berlin de- 
clares. That treaty provides, first, 
that when Germans are arrested in 
Russia the fact must be reported to 
a German Consul! within one week, 
giving the names of the persons held; 
secondly, the German Consul or 
other representative must be allowed 
to see the prisoners; third, the rea- 
son for the arrest must be furnished 
to the German authorities. Seem- 
ingly all three provisions have been 
violated, according to information on 
hand here, 

The German Government empha- 
sizes that no demands ‘were ever 
made for the release of the German 
prisoners, but only that the reasons 
for the arrest should be furnished 
and the provisions of the treaty car- 
ried out, 

These arrests are not the only rea- 
sons why relations between Berlin 
and Moscow are in danger of being 
broken, but they are rather the 
straw which br the camel’s back, 
That friction has existed for a Jon 
period is now an open secret, an 
only patience on the part of Ger- 
many kept relations intact to the 
present, according to opinions ex- 
pressed here, Repeated discoveries 
that the Soviets was carrying on 
propaganda schemes in violation of 
agreements, its furnishing of funds 
to German strikers and urging work- 
ers not to accept the Government’s 
mandatory arbitration awards, with 
dozens of other unpleasantnesses 
such as violating the immunity of 
German diplomatic couriers, are 
now thrown in the balance with the 
recent events in the Donez regions. 
All these help to reach the conclusion 
that further attempts to carry on 
are useless. 

German circles absolve the Soviet

The theory that a high tariff means 
a high standard of living he declared | 
to be a fallacy, pointing out that 
the working classes are best situated 
in the four European countries hav- 
ing the lowest. tariffs. 

The payment of reparations will 
not. hurt German industry and com- 
merce, the British expert continued, 
as practically all the money paid on 
this account goes indirectly to Amer- 
ica, which returns much larger 
amounts in the form of loans to Ger- 
man commercial and industrial enter- 
prises and municipalities.

SHAW SAYS IBSEN 
EXPOSED SHAM WOMAN 


Made Successor of Upholstered 
Victorian Specimen Take Off 
Stage Make-Up.

LONDON, March 19.—The ‘‘uphol- 
stered’’ woman of the Victorian era 
figured largely in an Ibsen centenary 
lecture given by George Bernard 
Shaw before the British Drama 
League tonight. He was urging that 
thé Women of Jane Austen, George 
Elfot and Charlotte Bronté were 
stage women and that the real 
women were there all the time. 
“The woman of those days,’’ he 
said, ‘‘had to cover the lower part 
of her person with a very long skirt. 
As for the upper part of her person 
it had to be not dressed but uphol- 
stered. She had to be what is known 
as a Victorian woman and be 
dréssed so as not to excite sex ap- 
peal. 

“I have my dreams of the past, 
arid when I think of the women I 
have loved I see nothing like the 
present day young person with legs, 
but a woman with a Idng skirt and 
amiple bodice. But, you know the 
real animal was there all the time. 
“It was Ibsen who broke the spell. 
Ize smashed the stage woman, with 
the result that the next generation 
of women came up as real, They 
came up almost exactly like men. 
Some of you would like to go back 
to the pre-Ibsen woman. I am too 
busv to indulge in such préferences. 
But I only want to impress upon 
you that she may take you at your 
word. 

“The Victorian woman was a hum- 
bug—a wonderful person, indeed, but 
a sham—one acting a part. 
when Ibsen came along she went to 
her dressing room and took off her 
Make-up.”’ 

Shaw claimed for Ibsen that he 
was among the first of story tellers. 
He told the kind of stories which 
in the words of one of Shaw’s friends 
“ig the bottom fall out of the 
univefse.” There was only one other 
man who had the same vital effect 
as Ibsen during the nineteenth cen- 
tury and he was not a story teller. 
He was Karl Marx. 

Shakespeare was a beginner com- 

ed with Ibsen, continued Shaw. 
sen was done with Shakespeare 
and had wrapped him into a small 
parcel before he was 30, had passed 
the stage of Moliére béforé he was 
40 and of Goethe beforé he was 50. 

“T say without hesitation,’”’ said 
Shaw, ‘‘that Shakespeare and Moli- 
ére were always like beginners com- 

red with Ibsen in the valuation of

for social unrest, they contend. The 
customs of a people enjoying full lib- 
erty, éasy divoree and an attitude of 
constant seeking for pleasure—all 
these, say the opponents of the 
American product, have a harmful 
influence here. 
The Spanish cinema-going publi¢ fs 
the most impressionable in the world 
and is inclined to take to heart that 
which it sees portrayed on 
screen. Hence it would be much bet- 
ter if Spain were to select its own 
films, in keéping with the traditions, 
emotions and civilization of the na- 
tion, the critics of American pictures 
set forth 


Despite the vigor of this dénuncia- 
tion, Spain lacks a film industry 
with which to back up its ideas. 
Only ten pictures were made in Spain 
last year. 

Like the French, the Spanish are a 
very sensitive peoplé and quick to 
resent real or imagined slur on 
their race. Thus, when certain Amer- 
ican films were believed to have 
given a false impression of Spanish 
and South American life the reac- 
tion has been immediate and im- 
pressive. 

The suggéstion that the tariff be 
raised on American films would not 
solve the problem, which, in the 
opinion of one writer here, can only 
be settled by all the American film 
companies getting together and 
agreeing to show no films in Spain 
except those dealing with the lives 
of the Spanish saints.

Civic Groups. Urge Creation of 


Authority With Power to Link 


the Boroughs. 
McKEE. FAVORS MEASURE 


Will Talk to Mayor.in-Florida Today | 17 
in Effort to Get Support Before 
Legislature Adjourns. 


A delegation representing many of 
the most important civic, commercial 
and realty organizations. of the city 
called yesterday upon Acting Mayor 
Joseph V. McKee in the City Hall

Arthur §S. Somers, Chairman of 
the Board of the Long Island Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and Captain Wil- 
liam.J. Pedrick, Vice President and 
General Manager of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Association, told Mr. McKee 
they had read in the newspapers 
that Mayor Walker was not in sym- 


pathy with the Kennedy bill in its 


original form for two primary rea- 
sons. These, they understood. were 
that in the matter of expenditures 
the bill would make certain expenses 
of the proposed Bridge and Tunnel 
Authority mandatory upon the Board 
of Estimate rather than optional 
with it, and secondly, that the City 
Administration was not effectually 
linked with the proposed authority, 
so that it might have a voice in the 
Management of that body, as he 
thought it should have. 


Say Objections Are Met. 


These objections, which appear to 
be standing in the way of the pas- 
sage of the bill, the delegation be- 
lieved, had been met by recent 
amendments. One of these amend-

STATE DEPARTMENT 


Report in Washington That He Is 
to Join J. P. Morgan & Co. 
Is Denied. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, March 19.— The 
decision of Robert E. Olds to resign 
some time during the present year 
as Under-Secretary of State and re- 
turn to private life was announced 
today by Secretary Kellogg. 

“Mr. Robert E. Olds, Under-Secre- 
tary of State, expects to resign some 
time during the present year,’’ Mr. 
Kellogg said, ‘‘but the date has not 
been fixed and it will. not be imme- 
diately. Mr. Olds came to the de- 
partment at my very earnest re- 
quest. He came and has stayed at 
very great sacrifice. He has direct 
charge of many matters which are 
of very great importance and is of 
tremendous assistance to me. I want 
him to stay —* as long as he can, 
but he is anxious to get away.”’ 

The feeling that he cannot much 
longer afford, for private financial 
reasons, to remain in the Govern- 
ment service is understood to have 
led Mr. Olds to his decision. 

He came to the State Department 
as an Assistant Secretary of State 
on Oct. 1, 1925, seven months after 
Mr. Kellogg became Secretary, and 
on May 19, 1927, was made Under- 
Secretary of State. Previously he 
had been a law partner of Mr. Kel- 
iogg in St. Paul. He has been known 
as “‘the right-hand man’’ of Secre- 
tary Kello one. giving personal super- 
vision to Mexican and Nicara n af- 
fairs as well as to other knotty $99 
lems that — for attention!

BY STATEN ISLAND LINE — 


Federal. Supreme Court Rales It 
Has No Jurisdiction in Transit 
Commission Order. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 19,—The 
decisions of New York State courts 
upholding the authority of the 
Transit. Commission to ordér a rail- 
road company to climinate. grade 
crossings pursuant to the constitu-. 
tional amendment ‘adopted in. 1925 
will stand, at least for the present, 
as the result of a decision handed 
down today by the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

Acting on a petition for review 
pa in behalf of the Staten Island 

Rapid Transit Railway Company' Je 
which attacked the validity of an 
order issued by the New York Transit 
Commission calling upon the road 
to eliminate grade crossings at cer- 
tain points in Staten Island, the Su- 

reme Court dismissed the case ‘‘for 
ack of jurisdiction.’’ Chief Justice 
Taft announced for the Court: 

“The writs of error are dismissed 
for lack of jurisdiction in that the 
writs herein are not directed to the 
courts, but to an administrative com- 
mission. 

“The motions to amend the writs 
of error, or for other appropriate 
relief in the — or that the 
writs of error treated as petitions 
for certiorari to the Court of Ap- 
peals of the State of New York, are 
denied.

The result is a victory for the Gov- 
ernment, which has resisted all 
efforts to nullify the original deeree 
entered at the instance of A. Mitchell 
Palmer, Attorney General in the Wil-

BODENHEIM BOOK ON TRIAL.

“Replenishing Jessica.” 


A jury was selected in Judge Nott’s 
part General Sessions. yesterday 
afternoon for the trial of. Maxwell 
Bodenheim, author, and Horace B.

More ingenuity “than comedy ap- 
pears to have gone into.the three- 
star revival of ‘‘The:Merry Wives of 
Windsor,’”’ which came to the 
Knickerbocker last evening after 
‘ touring the countryside for several 
profitable months. To report that 
one of Shakespeare’s pot-boilers does 
not bubble merrily in the current 
performance is not stop-press news. 
For Otis Skinner as Falstaff, Mrs. 
Fiske as Mistress Page and Henrietta 
Crosman as Mistress Ford trump up 
the Tudor knaveries of the comedy 
into a’ sprightly, if rather humor- 
less and disjointed, romp. Their rep- 
utations are the lure of the present 
revival. Two playgoing wights who 
arrived late scanned their programs 
in the crepuscular darkness of the 
theatre with faint misgivings. ‘‘Why, 
I guess Basil Sydney and Mary Ellis 
are not in it,’’ one of them whis- 

ered softly. They were greedy. 

ree stars should reassure the 
theatreyoer quite as much as the 
bibber of wine. 

According to a pleasant tradition, 
Shakespeare wrote “The Merry 
Wives of Windsor’ to satisfy the 
Virgin Queen’s longing to see Sir 
John in love. Much had been said 
in ‘‘Henry IV” of his gallantry; little 
of a conclusive nature had been 
proved. And after the elves had 
pummeled him in the last scene of 
‘The Merry Wives’’ perhaps the 
good Queen still felt that Sir John's 
prowess in philandering must go by 
default. Between the two roguish 
wives whose virtue he tested and one 
choleric husband Sir John came off 
very badly. 

Even a rather humorless revival, 
like the present one, cannot blunder 
the fatuous business of the buck 
basket, or Ford’s passionate flinging 
about of soiled clothes when he sees 
it for the second time and swears to 
expose the obese seducer, For Law- 
rence H. Cecil, acting Ford well, fills 
the air with clothes and curses alike 
until stockings hang above the win- 
dows end underclothes adorn the 
stair post. 

As Falstaff, Mr. Skinner is not 
only rotund, but bluff and hearty. 
One misses the rowdy comedy of the 
old rascal, the Tudor vulgarity and 
the jovial wickedness. One must en- 
joy in their place the lovableness of 
an old man. Mrs. Fiske plays with 
spirit; she shouts until e rafters 
tremble. Once she sticks out her 
tongue at Ford and then brazenly 
thumbs her nose at him—not swiftly 
but deliberately, until the subtlety of 
the gesture has struck home. Ani- 
mated and lively, she is forever in 
motion with her characteristic walk 
and her rapid gestures. She is under 
the table or peeking around corners 
coyly. Conscious of the audiences’ 
prerogatives in the theatre, she ad- 
dresses her remarks directly across 
the footlights. Mistress Page is not 
a part to which she is best suited. 
But she does not let it fall into dull- 
ness. 

As Mistress Ford, Henrietta C-os- 
man conveys the wit and the humor 
of this merry wife with restraint 
and the traditional womanly intel- 
ligence.

That Negro.Group AlsoJs Barred

A lively battle of words was fought 
last night by representatives of the 
Civil Liberties Union, including Louis 
Marshall, and opponents of the or- 
ganization at a conference with a 
Board of Education committee ap- 
pointed recently to look into the 
merits of the Liberties Union’s appli- 
cation for the use of a school audi- 
torium to hold a meeting on ‘‘old- 
fashioned free speech.’” Mr. Mar- 
shall read a letter in which the union 
stated its stand on freedom of speech 
by distinguishing between the free- 
dom of expression on economic, polit- 
ical or religious questions and at- 
tempts at overt acts of revolution or 
crime. Only the latter should be 
barred by law, according to the Civil 
Liberties Union leaders. 

Superintendent of Shools O’Shea 
denounced the union for ‘‘undermin- 

ng the good work we try to do in the 
schools by teaching patriotism and 
reverence for God. 

“Any man ought to Be ashamed 
for belon: ae to. the Civil Liberties 
Union,”’ Shes said. ‘‘They try 
to upset * ideas. The one salva- 
tion is that our children should have 


the right ideas on religion and pa- 
triotism.’’ 

The —S— question of wheth- 
er President Nicholas Murray Butler 
of Columbia University would be al- 
lowed to speak from a school plat- 
form was brought up Mr, Mar- 
shall when the statement was made 


that speakers attacking any law} sun. 


should be barred from the school 
platforms. Arthur 8. Somers, Chair- 
man of the committee, said it was 
doubtful whether Dr, Butler would be 
allowed to speak if he was a nulli- 
ficationist. s to that the two sides 
at the conference disagreed. 

It was disclosed by Eugene C. Gib- 
ney, Director of Extension Activities 
of the school system, who argued 
against the granting of the applica- 
tion, that the Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People was 
one of the organizations barred from 
the public.schools. by .Dr. O’Shea. 
This disclosure surprised Mr. Mar- 
shall, who declared that he was. one 
of the trustees of the association. He 
asserted ‘‘it has done most salutary 
work.”” He was proud, he said, of 


having fought its battles for —— 


liberty in many parts of the countr 

Francis H. Kinnicott, Acting Pr 
dent of the Allied Patriotic Societies; 
J. Robert O’Brien of the J. Rankin 
Drew Post of the American Legion 
and others attacked the union and 
asked that its applications be re- 
jected. 

The subject of Thomas Jefferson’s 
teachings having been brought up, 
Mr. Somers said that ‘‘with all due 
respect to Jefferson, some of his ber 
liefs have recently been. brushed 
aside by our courts as at least intol- 
erable in this age and generation.”’ 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Wil- 
liam E. C. Mayer characterized a

State Commission Wires Him 
That Time Limit Elapses Then 
and Names Three Challengers. 


$T GIVES HIM FREE REIN 
He May Overlook Risko, Heeney 
and Sharkey, on Board’s 
List, for Another. 


ONLY ONE BOUT TO BE HELD 


Rickard and Champion. Cancel June 
Date Because Dempsey Has 
Retired and .Pick July.

The selection of his next opponent 
in a world’s heavyweight title bout 
here was placed scuarely up to 
Chamvion Gene Tunney yesterday on 
a divided, vote of the State. Athletic 
Commission. 

At the latest meeting of the com- 
mission Chairman James A. Farley 
and Commissioner William Muldoon 
adopted a resolution to send a telc- 
gram to Tunney in Miami acquaint- 
ing the titleholder with the fact that 
his six months’ period of grace un- 
der the commission rules will expire 
on Thursday and requesting him to 
name an opponent from among his 
challengers before that date, in ac- 
cordance with the rul* of the com- 
mission which compels champions to 
defend their titles once in six months 
o: suffer suspension here. Commis- 
sioner George E. Brower dissented 
from the adoption of the resolution, 
without, however, attempting to pre- 
cipitate a controversy. 

On the recommendation of the com- 
mission, Executive Secretary Bert 
Stand sent the following wire to 
Tunney: 


Turee Challenges on File. 


“There are on file in this office 
challenges directed to you from. the 
following: Jack Sharkey, Tom 


Heeney and Johnny Risko. Your at- 
tention is drawn to these challenges 
and you are requested to reply, as 
your six months’ time to defend your 
title expires March 22, 1928.’’ 

Acknowledgment of the receipt of 
this message was made yesterda 
by Tunney at his quarters in Miami, 
bi‘ beyond admitting he had received 
the message Tunney had nothing to 
say. At the same time Promoter 
Tex Rickard announced from Miami 
that he had definitely abandoned 
plans for having Tunney defend his 
title at.the Yankee Stadium here on 
June 14, and had agreed with the 
champion on a title bout in July, 
without, however, specifying the 
place or indicating the probable op- 
ponent. 

The telegram of the commission 
permits of misinterpretation. On its 
face it can be accepted as mislead- 
ing, sinee it carries the suspicion of 
forcing Tunney to select one of the 
three named in the telegram. Such 
an idea, however, is furthest awa 
from the motives of the commission- 
ers, according to the explanation 
of the situation by Commissioner 
Brower, following the —— 

‘‘The commission, in sending its 
message, is merely placing squarely 
up to nney the matter of selecting 
an opponent,’’ said Commissioner 
Brower. ‘‘There is no attempt be- 
ing made to dictate any one oppo- 
nent. If anything. the commission is 
undertaking simply to assist Tunney 
in his selection. Certainly the board 
is not attempting to coerce Tunney, 
— my understanding of the situa- 

on. 


Would Avoid Match-making 


‘The votes of Chairman Farley and 
Commissioner Muldoon carried the 
resolution to send the wire to 


Tunney, over my negative vote. I 
did not vote for the resolution be- 
cause my principle is for the com- 
mission to keep as far away as pos- 
sible from the possibility of being 
placed in the position of acting as a 
match-making body. 

‘‘My own personal opinion is that 
no one heavyweight stands out right 
now as a suitable opponent for 
Tunney in a championship match. I 
would prefer to let the matter take 
a natural course in the development 
of the outstanding contender. That, 
however, is just my own personal 
conviction. 

7The fact that the’ vote was not 
unanimous might give rise to the sus- 
picion that there was a lack of har- 
mony at the meeting, but there is no 
foundation for that. —— was 
friendly, and cordial, as it has been 
at other sessions. I simply followed 
my owrm prejudice against the possi- 
bility of the commission appearing 
in the réle of a match-making body, 
and in this I acted only on experi- 
ence.”’ 

Chairman Farley declined to elab- 
orate on the telegram. It is known, 
however, that yesterday’s action is 
in accord with Chairman Farley’s 
previously announced policy of con- 
tributing to a satisfactory solution 
of the involved heavyweight situa- 
tien existing today. Chairman Far- 
ley’s theo is for the commission 
to treat w * a ge one Me gh 
any plans for a heavyweight-title 
match here, and in this view he has 
the . su rt of Commissioner Mul-

Agree to July Fight. 
Special to The New York Times. 

MIAMI BEACH, Fla., March 19.— 
Unable to get an opponent for Gene 
Tunney for the scheduled heavy- 
weight championship fight in New 
York on June 14 caused Tex Rickard, 
the promoter, ‘to announce here to- 
day that he had reached’ an agree- 
ment with Tunney to. postpone the 


battle until July.. This will mean, 
Rickard explained, that only one 
heavyweight title bout will be held 
this year between Tunney and ‘‘the 
man I will select.’’ 

The challenger, Rickard declared, 
won’t be Jack Dempsey, who refuses 
to come out of retirement. ‘‘All I 
can say now is that I shall name that 
man in plenty of time,’’ replied Rick- 
ard to questions as whether he was 
considering Tommy Loughran, Tom 
Heeney, Johnny Risko or Paulino. 
Tunney also would not attempt to 
clear up the muddled situation. His 
only statement in this respect was 
“T will —— any man in the world. 
It is Rickard’s job to pick the op- 
ponent.” 

The decision to postpone the fight 
came after Rickard and Tunney had 
conferred for two hours this morn- 
ing. Shortly after the conference 
Tunney received the telegram from 
the New York Boxing Commission re- 
questing him to name a title bout 
opponent. 

Tunney refused. to say when he 
would reply to the message from the 
commission. A golf tournament, he 
said, was occupying his attention for 
the present. 


Each Presents Statement. 


When the champion and the pro- 
moter emerged from their conference 
each had a prepared statement. Rick- 
ard’s statement read: ‘‘I don’t be- 
lieve it is possible to stage two heavy- 
weight championship matches this 
year. Tunney had agreed to box the 


man I selected early in June and he 
gave me an option on the second 
contest for later in the Summer. 

“T had hopes of putting Jack Demp- 
sey in one of the contests and the 
survivor of the tournament in the 
other, but now that Dempsey has 
emphatically announced his retire- 
ment it seems that there is a possi- 
bility for but one contest on account 
of the lack of a second opponent. 
The champion and I have decided 
to postpone the June engagement un- 
til early July. This will be the only 
title contest this year. I shall name 
the opponent at an early date.”’ 

Tunney’s statement read: ‘“Tex has 
brought me news of Dempsey’s defi- 
nite retirement. This kills the chance 
of two matches this year. I was in 
hopes of meeting Dempsey in a re- 
turn engagement, and the best man 
available in the second contest. 

“I have agreed with Rickard to 
postpone the June fight to July and 
to meet the man who in his judg- 
ment is the best opponent. This will 
be the only contest I will engage in 
this year. Every contender has had 
his chance and it seems to me that 
—— further talk of elimination is 
idle.’’ 


TWO DATES OPEN FOR BOUT. 


Both July 12 and 19 Available for 
Fight at Polo Grounds. 


Announcement that Promoter Tex 
Rickard intends to have Gene Tun- 
ney defend his heavyweight title in 
July came as something of a sur- 
prise in local boxing circles yester- 
day, upsetting the popular belief that 
Rickard would defer the champion- 
ship match until September. 

Receipt of the news caused specula- 
tion as to whether Rickard would 
actually find himself in a position 
to promote a title struggle in July. 
He has two suitable dates available 
for that month, July 12 and 19, and 
both are Polo Grounds dates. Orig- 
inally Rickard planned to promote 
a Tunney bout in the Yankee Sta- 
dium on June 14. Whether he has 
changed his plans could not be 
learned, Acting Manager John M. 
Chapman and Matchmaker Jess Mc- 
Mahon pleading ignorance of Rick- 
ard’s plans yesterday at the Garden. 

It is regarded as highly improbable, 
however, that Rickard would trans- 
fer the bout from the Yankee Stad- 
dium, which only contributes to the 
mystery surrounding the promoter’s 
latest announcement. 

Significance was attached yester- 
day to the efforts of Matchmaker 
MeMahon in a continued drive for 
two desirable heavyweight ring 
battles. He was seeking the match 
between Jack Delaney and Jack 
Sharkey for the Garden on April 30 
and a clash between Tom Heeney 
and Johnny Risko for the Yankee 
Stadium on June 7... Manager Joe 
Jacobs is ready to sign for Delaney, 
and Jimmy Johnston, interested in 
the _management of Sharkey, is 
agreeable to the April 30 date, so 
that it is expected this match ‘soon 
will be signed.

CHARLES 15 BEATEN 
BY SCOTT ON POINTS 


English Heavyweight Triumphs 
in Sensational Feature at 
St. Nicholas Arena. 


RECORD CROWD IS PRESENT 


5,500 Watch Belgian Absorb Varied 
Attack Through Seven of 
the Ten Rounds. 


Phil’ Scott, England's best heavy- 
weight, hammered out a victory over 
Pierre Charles, Belgian champion, 
last night in ten sensational rounds 
of fighting before a record crowd of 
5,500 in the St. Nicholas Arena, and 
auspiciously launched another drive 
for American ring honors. 

In his first appearance since return- 
ing to this country, Scott fought in 
impressive fashion, easily winning 
the decision. The English heavy- 
weight did everything but knock out 
his rival. That Scott failéd to do 
this can be attributed either to the 
fact that Charles is equipped. with a 
cast iron jaw or the Englishman 
lacks a destructive blow. There was 
no question, however, that Scott is 
a rapid and punishing hitter. He 
hammered Charles through seven of 
the ten rounds, punching the Bel- 
gian’s face out of shape on the left 
side. with a barrage of rights. He 
also opened a cut an inch long on 
Charles’s upper lip and with left 
hooks and left jabs he caused a 


swelling to spread under Charles’s 
right eye. 


Sale of Tickets Stopped. 


The battle was waged before a 
crowd which jammed the arena to 
the point of suffocation, necessitat- 
ing closing the doors and stopping 
the sale of tickets under orders of 
the Fire Department. The receipts 
were $9,028. The paid attendance 
was 5,077. 2 

One hour before the main bout was 
scheduled to start and at the time 
the sale of tickets was ordered 
stopped, a detail of uniformed po- 
licemen formed lines at varying dis- 
tances from the club, and only those 
holding tickets were allowed to pass. 

Scott’s boxing on the defensive and 
offensive won him the convincing 
margin of seven rounds to two. 
Charles won the third round and the 
fifth, while the fourth was even. 
In all of the other rounds Scott had 
a clear margin. 

The chief weakness in Scott’s 
make-up nearly brought about the 
Englishman’s downfall. In the third 
round Charles broke through his 
rival’s guard with a roundhouse 
right to the jaw and Scott went 
down to his knees for a count of 
three. Arising, Scott faced a charg- 
ing Belgian who tried to follow his 
advantage. 

In his eagerness, Charles was wild 
and ineffective and his chance for 
victory ———— under the cagy, 
resourceful boxing of Scott. It was 
the most exciting moment in one of 
the most spectacular heavyweight 
battles witnessed here in recent 
years. 


Kiernan Stops Willetts. 


In the semi-final, held after the 
main bout, and scheduled for six 
rounds, Jack Kiernan, Long Branch 


welterweight, knocked out Johnny 
Willetts after forty-nine seconds of 
the third round, Referee Magnolia 
stopping the bout. 

Joe Curry, west side featherweight, 
won the decision from Eddie Reilly 
cf Yorkville in their six-round bout, 
which preceded the main event. 
Curry weighed 127% pounds and 
Reilly 127%. 

Joe Kelly, Brooklyn welterweight, 
earried off the decision over Georgie 
Daggett, Greenwich Village young- 
ster, in their six-round bout. Kelly 
imate 144 pounds and Daggett 


Irving Grandman, west side wel- 
terweight, knocked out Johnny See- 
man of Harlem in the second round 
of their scheduled four-round bout.

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Phillies Vill Not Be Follies 


Again if Shotton Has His Way 





Bat Aging Pitchers Do Not Grow Younger and Recruits: May Not 
Age Fast Enough to Master Big League Fire, So He Faces a 
Mighty Problemn—Makes Outfielders of Some Infielders.

This is the fifth of a series of ar- 
ticles by staff correspondents of THE 
New York ES dealing with condi- 
tions at baseball camps other than 
those of the New York teams. 


WINTER HAVEN, Fia., March 19. 
—The Phillies of 1927 again may be 
the Follies of 1928; not very much 
better, possibly a little worse: But 
even if there is no improvement, it 
never can be said that Burt Shotton, 
new manager of the club, hasn’t 
been in there trying. 

Having fallen heir to an eighth- 
place outfit last Winter, he is about 
to demonstrate you can make green 
grass grow on a cement sidewalk 
with a ball club that for the moment 
consists of an outfield which is only 


so-so, an infield made up of two men 
tried and true and two others who 
may be equally true but still un- 
tried, and a pitching staff of fading 
veterans, most of whom have seen 
their best years, and an aggregation 
Rags cote who haven’t seen any- 
n 


g. 

In the circumstances, therefore, it 
is hard to conceive of a man at the 
head of such an outlay being optimis- 
tic. And yet, strange as it may 
seem, Burt Shotton is not. only opti- 
mistic, but very sincere in the belief 
that in the end he will have a team 
that will be nobody’s doormat and 
may even stick some other team with 
the job of playing janitor in the Na- 
tional League basement. 


Going Through the Motions, 


Right now the Phillies are going 
through the motions of developing 
into a real ball club, even should-the 
idea pass out as dismally as it did 


last Summer. They go to bed at 11 
o’clock, get up with the ostriches and 
between times they train like prize- 
fighters. 

Shotton, in short, appears to be 
one of the strictest discivlinarians in 
the business of baseball, not even 
excluding John McGraw. Under 
Burt the Phillies already have 
learned what it is to train in a se- 
rious way, and it should make them 
“aalthier and better men even should 
they jog home again at the fag-end 
of the procession. 

For a starter, Shotton already has 
done a few things to the Phillies 
which may not be quite clear to the 
bystander but become quite plausi- 
ble when analvzed more thoroughly. 
For example, he has taken a couple 
of last year’s infielders and put them 
in the outfield, and Philadelphia 
fans, at least, ought to get a great 
kick out of this. Last season they 
frequently insisted the Phils were 
lined up backward. 

The thoroughly seasoned Heinie 
Sand at short and the flashy Frescoe 
Thompson at second form the nu- 
cleus of Shotton’s infield, and around 
second base, at least, the Phils 
should not have much to worry 


about. Indeed, should the two young- 
sters who will be on first and third 
come. through as expected there may 
be nothing to worry about at all. 
Judgment on this, however, will have 
to await further developments. 

William Kelley, measuring 6 feet 
8, scaling 190 pounds, and resem- 
bling George Kelly in more ways 
than one, is on first base. He comes 
from Minnéapolis and can sock a 
baseball. Afield he is still a trifle 
awkward, but then so was. George 
Kelly when first introduced in major 
league society. .Whitney, twenty-one- 
year old youngster recruited from 
New Orleans, is the third baseman 
for the present, and if he keeps to 
his present pace he likely will hold 
the post against Berney Friberg. 

Here and there along the grapefruit 
circuit one hears whispered that 
Thompson is dissatisfied because 
certain trades, frequently mentioned 
during the Winter. failed to material- 
ize. However. if this is true, it is not 
discernible in his playing, for Tommy 
seems to be performing more. bril- 
liantly than ever. 


Those in the Outfield. 


Fred Leach, Al Nixon, the ancient 
but still durable Cy Williams and 
Russell Wrightstone, last year’s first 
baseman, form the gist of Shotton’s 
outfield material. With the excep- 
tion of Wrightstone, it is virtually 
last. year’s combination and should 


perform about the same, with still 
plenty of punch left. 

In addition, Spalding, who is round- 
ing into shape slowly this year be- 
cause of an injury last Fall, will be 
available later, and Deitrick, young 
Portland infielder, who also is being 
converted into an outfielder, likewise 
may get a chnace to break in. 

The pitching staff, however, is 
Shotton’s greatest rub. It virtually 
got a death blow before the training 
season began, when Frank Ulrich, 
outstanding hurler of the squad, was 
stricken with pneumonia, and very 
likely will be out for the entire sea- 
son, 

This leaves Shotton with a first- 
string firing line consisting of the 
aging Jimmy Ring, the even more 
aging Clarence Mitchell, Arthur De- 
eatur, no budding youth; Alex Fer- 
guson, Herbert Pruett. Claude Wil- 
loughby and Bob McGraw, former 
Robin and Cardinal, who, with his 
arm in good shape, may become the 
team’s outstanding flinger. 

Getting a cheer out of these old 
boys is quite a trick, and Shotton is 
counting heavily on some of the 
voungsters coming through. Edward 
Taber, a left-hander, looks excep- 
tionally promising. So do Ed Baecht, 
Ray Benge and Lester Sweetland. all 
rookies, but how thev will fare when 
the heavy cannonading gets under 
wav later remains to be seen. | 

All told, Burt Shotton has auite a 
iob on his hands. But then Burt is

Amid all the flurried and anxious 
Republicans, one man stands calm 
and confident. . This is Mr. HODGEs, 
the present Treasurer of the Repub- 
lican National Committee. He re- 
sents the clamor about Republican 
housecleaning. With the air of one 
who has carefully inspected the 
premises, he reports that ‘“‘ the house 
“is clean, and there is no more work 
“for the cleaners.” It is possible, 
however, that Mr. HopGes meant 
only that the Republican treasury is 
clean in the sense of being now bare 
of funds. Possibly also he doubts 
if there will be a general and gener- 
ous flow of Republican money this 
. year, unless the cries about cor- 
ruption are stilled. 

They are, in reality, growing 
shriller every day. Senator BoRAH 
has been quite outdone by Senator 
CAPPER. The latter’s description of 
the “slimy, odorous trail, reeking 
with corruption,” surpasses anything 
that has been previously said by a 
Republican leader. This undoubtedly 
witnesses to a growing apprehen- 
sion in the breasts of the party man- 
agers. They fear that this time the 
charge of venality and of corrupt 
practices will sink in and have un- 
pleasant political consequences. Out 
of this dread is born their sudden 
and intense zeal for reform. They 
are talking of amending the laws 
against political corruption so as to 
make them much more stringent, 
and of investigating all campaign 
expenditures by Presidential candi- 
dates. If there is any other move, 
or gesture, or promise which would 
tend to restore public confidence in 
the Republican Party, its frightened 
leaders are prepared to make it. Be- 
fore they get through, they may 
make the house so clean that they 
will miss a lot of their old easy- 
going but untidy comforts, and feel 
so strongly that it is no longer a 
place for them that they will move 
out. 


THEIR LAST CHANCE. 


It is not to be expected that the 
Republican die-hards at Albany will 
care a hang about the merits of the

SELLING AIRPLANES ABROAD. 


Figures published by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce show that in the 
export of aviation equipment France 
leads the United States by a large 
margin. France has sent her ablest 
pilots to Japan and to North and 
West Africa in order to advertise her 
manufacturers and to place orders. 
French aviators as instructors are 
to be found in China and Japan, and 
doubtless will soon be heard of in 
South America, taking up the trail 
of CosTes and LEBRIX. It is not 


‘lonly to carry mail that France is 


establishing a transatlantic service 
to South America. Trade follows the 
propeller. French exported planes, 
engines and parts in 1927 were val- 
ued at about $8,000,000. Similar ex- 
ports of the United States came to 
$1,903,560. Considering the public- 
ity given the United States in the 
late Spring and Summer of 1927 by 
LINDBERGH, CHAMBERLIN, LEVINE, 
BYRD, BROCK and SCHLEE, a marked 
increase in exports of planes, en- 
gines and parts by this country may 
be expected in 1928. 

Canada is our best customer. 
Many of the planes she uses in car- 
rying passengers and equipment to 
the mines of Ontario, Quebec and 
Manitoba at all seasons of the year. 
JOHN HAMMILL, a leading promoter, 
recently announced that, in order to 
save time in prospecting, drilling 
and shaft construction, he would 
make a liberal use of airplanes. A 
great deal of machinery is carried. 
Eight American planes were sold in 
Peru last year and seven in Chile. 
In South America we should take 
first place permanently in a few 
years. Australia bought three Amer- 
ican planes. There should be a good 
market in Cuba, which bought three 
planes in 1927. In Europe our best 
customers were Holland and Bel- 
gium. As proving the excellence of 
American engines, these sales are to 
be noted: Germany seven, Japan 
five, Siam four, Russia four, China 
six. If American trade is to be 
extended profitably, it will be neces- 
sary to send not only salesmen but 
pilots and demonstrators to all parts 
of the world. American airplanes 
should sell as well as American mo- 
tor vehicles abroad. 

France’s best customers for planes 
in Europe were Poland and Yugo- 
slavia in 1927. Belgium also buys 
freely and so does Switzerland. Ger- 
many, which is only now beginning 
to manufacture for export, placed 
many orders in France last year. 
Germany exported only ten finished 
planes. But as Germany is now em- 
ploying 5,500 men in her commercial 
factories, a strong bid will soon be 
made for foreign trade. The Ger- 


mans are specializing in all-metal 


planes, a type that Detroit is build- 
ing in quantity. No limit can be set 
to the output of the airplane fac- 
tories here and abroad in years to 
come. In another ten years the 
totals for 1927 will probably seem 
meagre, as air transportation is com- 
ing into favor in all parts of the 
world. 


THE ZINOVIEFF LETTER. 


After four years, it will probably 
be hard to stir much political ex- 
citement in England by reviving 
controversy about the famous Zino- 
vieff letter. Its publication, just 
before the general election of 1924, 
was thought to have had much to 
do with the defeat of the Labor 
Government. Today the dispute 
rages not about the authenticity of 
the letter but about the manner in 
which it was made public for the 
purpose of affecting the election. In 
the House of Commons debate yes- 
terday, the former. Labor Prime 
Minister, Mr. RAMSAY MACDONALD, 
is reported to have cried out that 
the Zinovieff letter was “a fraud.” 
But this must be understood by 
comparing it with the words which 
he used in a speech on March 3: 

I have never said whether the 
evidence convinced me that the let- 
ter itself was a forgery or not, be- 
cause I am not interested in it. 
What I am interested in is the 
fraudulent use made by the Tory 
Party and The Daily Mail of that 
letter. Until that is cleared up we 
shall not rest.

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Statement given to .The London 
Times, when the question was re- 
vived_at the beginning of this month, 
Mr. MACDONALD said that he had 
never formed a definite conclusion 
about the Zinovieff document. He 
had ‘suspected that it was not au- 
thentic, But he had never been able 
to prove that it was not,.and from 
the beginning he had held that the 
important thing was not the authen- 
ticity of the letter but the use to 
which it had been put. 

Two things brought up the Zino- 
vieff letter again. One was the in- 
quiry into the speculations of Mr. 
GrecorY of the Foreign Office. 
There was loose talk that he had 
perhaps given out the Zinovieff let- 
ter in order to profit by its effect 
on foreign exchange. But. the inves- 
tigators found that there was ab- 
solutely no proof of this. On the 
other hand, the explanation by Mr. 
THOMAS MARLOWE, who was editor 
of The Daily Mail in 1924, leaves 
something to be desired. He stated 
that he first had knowledge of the 
Zinovieff letter from “an old and 
trusted friend.” No name was men- 
tioned. Later on “another friend” 
came to see him, with the letter in 
his pocket. When other editors 
questioned the authenticity of the 
document, Mr. MARLOWE told them 
to inquire about it at the Foreign 
Office, the Home Office, the Ad- 
miralty, or the War Office. 

This gives a hint of the multi- 
plicity of sources from which might 
have come the leak that Mr. RAM- 
SAY MACDONALD so bitterly resents. 
Yet he has exonerated all the offi- 
cials of the Foreign Office, who, he 
maintains, always served him as 
Prime Minister and as Foreign Sec- 
retary loyally, and also declared that 
he did not believe that any one in 
any other Government department 
gave the letter to the press. His 
belief is that somehow it fell into 
the hands of politicians who, “ find- 
“ ing in it a chance to rouse the coun- 
“try upon fraudulent issues, took 
“that chance.” There the matter 
must rest for the present, since 
Prime Minister BALDWIN has de- 
cided that there is no evidence he- 
fore the Government justifying a 
further investigation. 


“ PERMANENT ” UNEMPLOY- 
MENT. 


A bulletin from the Research 
Bureau of the Federal Council of 
Churches speaks of conditions point- 
ing to a “new kind of unemploy- 
ment.” The cause is not the familiar 
recurrence of industrial depression, 
but the displacement of labor by 
technical. progress. Highly devel- 
oped methods of mass production 
can yield a steadily increasing out- 
put with a steadily decreasing labor 
force. The present bulletin does not 
speak of this situation as one of 
“permanent” unemployment, but 
the phrase does constantly appear in 
other quarters. Yet it seems odd 
to apply the term:“new” to one 
of the. most -basic and familiar 
phenomena of industrial evolution. 

Whatever may have been the 
effect of recent progress in labor- 
saving machinery and large-scale 
production, it will hardly be con- 
tended that the change has been 
even comparable with the results of 
the first substitution of machinery 
for man-power that goes by the 
name of the factory system and the 
Industrial Revolution. Recent im- 
provements in machine efficiency are 
measured in percentages ranging 
down to 10 and even less. Steam 
brought in an increase of efficiency 
measured in thousands of per cent. 
over the old hand labor. But steam 
and the machine, far from pro- 
ducing permanent unemployment, 
created a demand for labor which 
was registered in the enormous in- 
crease of population in every indus- 
trialized country. 

No pleasant prospect, indeed, is 
called up by the machine-smashing 
riots that followed the first introduc- 
tion of power production. But neither 
is the transformation of the last 
few years to be compared quan- 
titatively with what happened 150 
years ago. The problem created by 
improvement: in “technique” is 
neither new nor permanent. A thor- 
ough analysis of the situation today 
would probably show that the chief 
cause is the old-fashioned industrial 
depression, in the sense of somc- 
what slack times following upon 
boom times. 


FRIENDS OF THE PARKS. 


Public opinion has been found 
quick to resent any attempts to en- 
croach upon the city’s parks and to 
support all proper efforts for their 
rehabilitation. Organizations like the 
Parks and Playgrounds Association 
and the Central Park Association 
have served a useful purpose in 
making that public opinion effec- 
tive. The inauguration of ex-Senator 
NATHAN STRAUS Jr. as President of 
the Central Park Association last 
week was the signal for animated 
discussion concerning the function 
of such agencies. A passing remark 
by Mr. WILLIAM B, ROULSTONE, the 
retiring President, about the need 
for better coordination elicited mis- 
givings lest consolidation should 
take away something of that close 
personal contact which has been 
such a factor in the effectiveness of 
the local groups. It would, of course, 
be a pity to lose any of this neigh- 
borhood feeling, but it should be 
possible to attain the desired coordi- 
nation without interfering in any way 
with local organization or activity.

The association, too, has 
begn active in support of the well 
thought out rehabilitation program 
now under way. Mr. STRAUS brings 
to his new office a thorough knowl- 
edge of the needs of the parks, and 
a demonstrated sense of civic obli- 
gation. Under his administration 
friends of the parks should not lack 
for able leadership. 

Sixty years ago the Central Park 
Commissioners spoke of that park 
as a “ground appropriated and ar- 
“ranged for the enjoyment of all 
“classes that inhabit a great city,” 
and remarked that it had been de- 
signed in such a way that the visitor 
on entering it might immediately be 
led “to divest himself of the thoughts 
“and reflections that attend upon 
“city business life and to give him- 
“self up to an hour of undisturbed 
“recreation.” The city has grown 
enormously since then, and parks 
are more needed than ever. It is 
well to have public organizations 
vigilant in their defense. 


FRONTIERS OF KNOWLEDGE. 


The value of such fellowships as 
those awarded by the John Simon 
Guggenheim Foundation and an- 
nounced in yesterday’s TIMEs is that 
they help to keep young American 
scholars out on the frontiers of 
knowledge. It is not that they go 
to remote places, far from the cen- 
tres of civilization, though some of 
them do—one to South Africa to 
observe the stars in the Southern 
sky, one to study the cultural life 
and religion of the more primitive 
peoples in Sumatra, one to study 
reptiles and amphivians in their 
lonely habitat in Central America, 
one to make archaeological investi- 
gations in Northern Mesopotamia 
and one out in the Belgian Congo 
trying to find a drug for the treat- 
ment of sleeping sickness. This last 
named research, if successful, would 
incidentally push out the geographi- 
cal frontier a little further, since by 
banishing this disease it would open 
up to agriculture an area in Africa 
which is now sparsely inhabited, but 
which might become of great econo- 
mic importance. 

The froatiers which most of them 
will occupy lie within the borders 
of civilization and some in the most 
populous cities, in laboratories of 
universities or in libraries—frontiers 
which are reached with the aid of 
the lens, the spectrum, the retort, 
the syllogism, the written or pic- 
tured word, the geologic stratum or 
the musical notation. One will study 
the influence of a great patriot upon 
the revolutionary movements with 
which he was associated. Another 
will attempt an even more difficult 
analytical task, that of resolving the 
mystical elements of the religious 
poetry of a certain century and a 
certain country. Another will camp 
out alone in the interstellar spaces 
to arrive at a theory as to “ the dis-

other will study the behaviorism of 
the chromosomes of the evening

If Your Garden reflects fairly.

Not all the vandalism 
has been educated out of the local 
citizens. Another strongly recom- 
mends leaving wild flowers where 
they grow. They either languish 
and die if transplanted, or are so 
vigorous that they overrun more 
delicate garden plants. 

Contributors’ experiences with iris, 
straw flowers, dahlias, peonies and 
lilacs are interestingly recounted. 
An argument on the proper care of 
delphinium is full of ardor. One vet- 
eran grower says the stalks should 
be cut down to the ground as soon 
as they finish blooming. Another 
Says that this treatment will cause 
serious root injury. Half a dozen 
others take sides, with incidental 
suggestions of their own. 

An article on window boxes should 
be instructive to New Yorkers. Every 
problem, from the wholly shaded 
window to the question of material 
for the box, is considered. Quick 
growth and flowers or slow growth 
and permanence are offered as alter- 
natives. If Cleveland maintains its 
present enthusiasm, it will soon be 
itself a complete, year-round, outdoor 
flower show.

COSMIC X-RAY MESSAGES. 


From a dispatch published in last 
Sunday’s NEw YORK TIMES it ap- 
pears that Professor R. A. MILLIKAN 
has obtained spectrographic evidence 
of the origin of those highly pene- 
trating cosmic X-rays which he and 
Professor KOLHOERSTER have inde- 
pendently studied. Although he an- 
nounces his conclusions with com- 
mendable caution and insists that 
they must be reinforced by addi- 
tional experimental proof, MILLIKAN 
has made out a good case for the 
newer theories of the internal con- 
stitution of stars with which the 
names of JEANS, EDDINGTON, RUS- 
SELL and HERTZSPRUNG are associ- 
ated. 

According to these theories stars 
are enormous crucibles in which 
atoms are subjected to terrific pres- 
sures and temperatures. Unable to 
withstand these forces, atoms are 
broken up into their constituent 
electrons. Are the electrons utterly 
destroyed to become energy in ac- 
cordance with EINSTEIN’s teaching? 
Or are they built up again into 
atoms to release energy in the proc- 
ess? Either view adequately ex- 
plains the conditions observed and 
accounts for the deduced life of 
stars and, above all, for the enormous 
amount of energy radiated. MILLI- 
KAN’S spectrographic analysis-of his 
cosmic rays is important because it 
furnishes the first positive evidence 
ever obtained that at least the build- 
ing up of disrupted electrons into 
new atoms with a consequent re- 
lease of energy plays its part in 
stellar evolution. We cannot trans- 
mute elements on the earth. The 
stars can.

And that 
seemingly mad world of EINSTEIN, 
in which space is curved, light comes 
by the pound, and matter and energy 
are convertible into each other, be- 
comes very real.

We all know that 
jokes, like the weather 
and fashions in clothes, 
run in cycles. Is there 
also a periodicity about 
manners and morals? This question 
was raised by the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury in a recent address before 
the Institute of Journalists in 
London. 

He asked the newspaper men pres- 
ent whether they believed that 
‘“‘habits waxed and waned in cycles.”’ 
For himself, in his long life, he had 
seen marked changes, many of them 
distasteful to him personally. He 
preferred the reserve and reticence 
which were more common in the 
days of his youth than they are at 
present. But he recalled the fact 
that there had been epochs in Eng- 
lish history when there was even 
more freedom, not to say license, 
of speech and behavior than is dis- 
played today. 

One point which the Archbishop 
made, begging pardon of the ladies 
present, was in regard to the present- 
day dress of women. He confessed 
to dislike of shingled hair. With 
him this was not a matter of morals, 
but of taste. He thought that there 


had been a sacrifice of beauty as well 
as of hair. But he remembered that 
in the time of his predecessor, Arch- 
bishop Laup, there was a record by 
a ———— historian: ‘‘Our Eng- 
lish gentlewomen are now grown so 

past shame and grace and modesty 
as to clip their hair like men.” 

The Archbishop admitted that he 
did not know what might happen 
next.. But evidently he cherishes a 
fond hope that the cycle will some 
time bring back ‘‘the beautiful things 
we used to admire in the adornment 
of ladies’ heads.’’

Who remembers 
the Linseed King? 
‘Sixty men danced 
and sang to keep 
warm in the gray 
darkness just before dawn yesterday 
on the West Ninety-sixth Street pier, 
hoping that across the cold Hudson 
River, dotted with ice-cakes, work 
awaited them. Twenty minutes later 
at least thirty of them had been 
drowned, twenty-seven trapped in the 
submerged cabin of the launch 
Linseed King.’’ 

So read the accounts in the morn- 
ing newspapers of Dec. 21, 1926. - In 
the dark the launch hit something, 
presumably an extra heavy ice-floe, 
that. tore a hole in its hull below 
the water line. It sank in two min- 
utes. A subsequent check showed 
that the accident had been even more 
terrible than first reports indicated: 
fifty men lost their lives and twenty- 
three more were injured. 

The boat was small, not operated 
for hire. Apparently it did not come 
under those provisions of the law 
which throw special safeguards 
about excursion steamers and similar 
vessels. However, as THE TIMEs re- 
marked at the time, ‘‘it will be hard 
to persuade friends of the dead men 
that they were entitled to no protec- 
tion because they happened to be 
traveling in a launch instead of a 
ferryboat.’’ 

Claims aggregating over $5,000,000 
have since been filed in connection 
with the disaster. The Court has 
just refused to limit damages to the 
value of the launch. ‘That such an 
appalling calamity could not have 
occurred without fault somewhere 
is manifest,’’ Federal Judge Hazs.

A Chicago news- 
paper reports with 
a touch of pride the 
case of an Evanston 
justice of the peace 
who has just heard his first case, 
though he was elected to office three 
years ago. In the telling there is 
a hint of vicarious vainglory.

When one examines the details, 
this case is not quite so praiseworthy 
as it looks at first. Six justices are 
required by law in Evanston. Four 
are ample to take care of the neces- 
sary business. The hero of this story 
and another justice have been inac- 
tive at their own request. 

In the neighboring village of Wil- 
mette is a gentleman who has been 
arrested many times for violations 
of the speed laws. On the last occa- 
sion he was charged with failure to 
stop at a light, speeding, resisting 
arrest and assault with a deadly 
weapon. He has appeared so often 
before the four justices of Evanston 
that this time he demanded a change 
of venue on account of prejudice. 

So the old offender came up. before 
the justice who had never tried a 
case. In desperation and judicial 


embarrassment the case was con- 
tinued for a week.

Too many among the French news- 
papers are today dissecting the new 
American document with their sharp- 
est bistouries; they are suspiciously 
looking for traps where there is only 
a deep intellectual difference, the 
difference between the juridical 
French spirit, which. wants to be as 
clear, as logical, in its political for- 
mulas as the French literature ‘is, 
and the North American tempera- 
ment, which is essentially anti- 
legalistic. 

To read the Paris articles cne 
would be led to believe that Briand 
and Kellogg are engaged in some 
deadly struggle. 

May one who proved with deeds 
when Cabinet Minister in Rome and 
Ambassador in Paris that he deeply 
believed a strong France to be a 
European and an Italian interest 
warn French political writers how 
their polemical style is contrary to 
the interests of Europe as a whole, 
which are ultimately the interests of 
their France and of my Italy? 

After a long period where the 
school 6f America:. isolationism ‘ap- 
peared supreme, here we have a 
first, precious occasion of contact 
and the beginning of an evolution 
which probably will arrive—as it al- 
ways happens—beyond the very limits 
that responsible statesmen and offi- 
cials still seem decided, today, in 
America, not to exceed. 

‘To look from the other side of the 
Atlantic at such a potential situation 
with the mentality of a sharp lawyer 
who probes some suspicious draft, it 
really passes comprehension. 

And why ought France to take on 
herself all the weight of choosing 
tunes and deciding answers? 

If only out of reasons of prestige, 
it seems that France might remain 
satisfied with the credit of having 
provoked a momentous, fecund nego- 
tiation, and, refraining from the 
easy if clever game of opposing 
logical formulas to slack formulas, 
She ought to be the first to desire 
the League of Nations coming in 
and seizing the opportunity offered 
her—implicitly, at least—by Mr. Kel- 
logg himself. It is indeed for the 
League now to come to the fore with 
a discussion about the ways the cove- 
nant may be interpreted in relation 
with the American thought. 

After all, wh-‘ is necessary for 
Europe is in no wise any progress 
toward’ an entering of the United 
States into the League. (I even sup- 
pose that many, like me, believe now 
that it would not be for the good 
either of America or of a future or- 
ganized Europe.) What is wanted, 
what would be a great moral prog- 
ress for the world, is simply this: 
The United States initiating essential 
official contacts with the League. 

Those who, in France and else- 
where, do not feel that the dynamic 
occasion is greater thar the lezal dis- 
cussion ought not to complain tomor- 
row of American isolationism. They 
are its best allies,

NORA BAYES DIES 
AFTER OPERATION 


Noted Comedienne, Believed to 


Be Recovering, Succumbs in 
Jewish Hospital, Brooklyn. 


FAVORITE ALSO IN LONDON). 


Star, 48, Famous for Her Infectious 
Liveliness—Tributes to Her 
Artistry and Charities. 


Nora Bayes, vaudeville and musical 


comedy actress, died at 3:45 yester- 
day morning at Jewish Hospital, 
Brooklyn, during a relapse from an 
abdominal operation from which she 
was believed to be recovering. 

Miss Bayes had gone to the hospi- 
tal Monday a week ago for the opera- 
tion, which was unexpected by many 
of her friends because she had 
seemed in comparatively good health 
and had appeared the day previously 
in two benefit performances. One

He telephoned to Miss 
Bayes that he had a new song and 
wanted her to sing it. She heard it 
for the first time that night, sung it 
the following day and immediately it 
became popular. 


Born Dora Goldberg. 

Miss Bayes was born Dora Gold- 
berg in Los Angeles in 1880. She 
went on the stage in variety when 
she was 18 years old, going next into 
stock with the Fisher Stock Company 
at San Francisco and then returning 
to vaudeville, where she made her 
first big success in singing ‘‘Down 
Where the Wurzburger Flows.’’ 


She was successful in her early 
20s, and in 1904 she went to Eu- 
rope, appearing there in both variety 
and musical comedy for three years, 
—* she returned to New York to 


ppear in and help make successful 
the first of the Ziegfeld Follies. She 
appeared in many revues and musi- 
cal comedies after that, including 
“The Jolly Bachelors,’’ ‘‘Little Miss 
Fixit,’”’ ‘‘Merry-go-Round’”’ in Lon- 
don, ‘‘Made in America’ and ‘‘La- 
dies First,’’ in which she had starred 
for several months when it was 
a to open the Nora Bayes Thea- 
re.

She appeared many times in Lon- 
don.

The ball was opened 
with the Prince dancing with Miss 
Bayes. Later she sang a number 
for him.

Her first husband was Otto 
Gressing, a Chicago business man.

She was sailing for London to keep a 
theatrical ¢ ement in 1925 when 
she and Mr. Friedland became en- 
gaged to be married.

He sai 
last night that he had not yet con- 
ferred with Samuel Untermyer, who 
has heretofore conducted the legal 
battle on behalf of both the city and 
the Transit Commission, although 
nominally counsel for the last-named 
body alone. 

“T have been urging more assis- 
tance all along,’’ Mr. Untermyer 
said yesterday, commenting on the 
appointment of Mr. Craig as special 
counsel for the city, ‘‘and I will wel- 
come all that I can get.’’ 


Discharged Men Impatient. 


The Amalgamated Association of 
Street and Electric Railway Em- 
ployes were trying yesterday to avert 
the calling of a strike on the Inter- 
borough by members of the local 
union who, dismissed from their jobs, 
desired a strike in order to obtain 
strike benefits.

KNIGHT CRITICIZES WALKER. 


Says Mayor Should Be in Albany if 
He Wants Transit Bills Passed.

ALBANY, N. Y., March 19.—‘‘If 
Mayor Walker were really interested 
in the passage of the transit bills I 
think he should have come to Albany 
rather than go to Florida for a vaca- 
tion,“ Senate Leader John Knight 
declared tonight after he had re- 
ceived a letter from Samuel Unter- 
myer urging favorable action on the 
transit measure. 


“TI told Mr. Untermyer last week 
that the time was too short to give 
a hearing on these bills.“ Senator 
Knight said. ‘‘I explained to him 
that the delay in the introduction of 
the bills made it virtually impossible 
to have a hearing.’’ : 

In his letter Mr. Untermyer said 
he would be glad to come to Albany 
if there was anything in the transit 
measures which required an explan- 
ation. He pointed out that approval 
of the measure would commit New 
York City to nothing without the 
approval of the Board of Estimate. 

Mr. Untermyer declared that he 
considered the bills so important 
that, if nécessary,.the date of the 
fina! adjournment of the Legislature 
should be extended for . one. week 
rather than have the bills fail of 
passage.

BY SUPREME COURT 


New-York Lawyer Debarred for 
Six Months and Ordered to Pay 
Costs in Gas Fee Case. 


“PUNITIVE” POWER INVOKED 


Taft Restitution Not 
Enough in Compelling Respect 
for Tribunal’s Decisions. 


Declares

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Abra- 
ham 8. Gilbert, New York lawyer, 
Was suspended today for six months 
from his rights and privileges at the 
bar of the United States ‘Supreme 
Court because of circumstances that 
marked his administration of the of- 
fice of master in the New York Gas 
cases. 

Under the terms of a decision an- 
nounced from the bench today by 
Chief Justice Taft, Mr. Gilbert will 
be required to pay the cost of the 
proceedings which the court began 
against him Nov. 21. 

The specific charge cited against 
Mr. Gilbert was that he retained for 
a time, contrary to court orders, 


fees for his services in the gas cases 
in excess of the amounts allowed by 
the court. 


Acquiescence of Gas Companies, 


Mr. Gilbert was required to show 
cause why his name should not be 
stricken from the rolls of attorneys 
permitted to practice in court, or 
why he should not be punished for 
contempt, ‘‘or otherwise dealt with 
as the circumstances required.” 

On Feb. 20, by court order, Mr. 
Gilbert appeared and gave notice 
that he had repaid fees and interest 
to the eight litigants in the gas 


cases to the amount of $92.744.42. He| 


originally received $118,000. 

Chief Justice Taft stated 
opinion that nothing.could be found 
in the original court order fixing iue 
fees of the master in 1921 that justi- 
fied the assumption that he court 
intended that Mr. Gilbert should re- 
tain fees already paid to him. 

“The officers of the com »auies liti- 
gant,’’ said the Chief Justice, ‘‘seem 
to have been so satisfied with win- 
ning the merits of the issue between 
them and the City of New York as 
to be willing that the referee should 
retain the illegal excess which under 
our. decision belonged to them. 

“Thus it came t. pass that the 
parties who would naturally have 
seen to it by application to the Dis- 
trict Court or this court that our 
decision was comovlied with took no 
action and virtually acquiesced in a 
defeat of our decision. 


Gilbert’s Persistence Noted. 


“Instead of coming to the tribunal 
which had authoritatively decided 
the matter,’’ Chief Justice Taft said 
further, ‘‘Gilbert relied on the tol- 
erance and favor of the litigant com- 
panies, in whose favor on the merits 
of the case he had decided the issue, 
not to move for compliance with cur 
decision. This was the front of his 
wrong-doing. 

“He persisted further by a futile 
proceeding in a New York State 
court to secure a declaratory judg- 
ment that he owed nothing to the 
—— companies, although such an 
obligation to pay them was the nec- 
essary effect of our decision and the 
existing facts known to him.”’’ + 


Restitution Held Not Enough. 


After pointing out that by reason 
of his restitution and payment of in- 
come tax.on the full amount he re- 
ceived as master, Mr. Gilbert had 
little left of the fee which he was 
entitled to receive, Chief Justice Taft 
concluded: 

“But mere restitution is not enough, 
considering respondent’s departure 
from duty. We must give our action 
a punitive quality to make the high 
obligation of the members of the bar 
to respect the decisions of the court. 
The order will be that Abraham Gil- 
bert be suspended from his rights 
and privlieges as a member of the 
of this court for six months om 
this day and that he pay the costs of 
this proceeding.”’ ;

5,000 SHIPS VISITED IN 1927. 


Immigration Commissioner Says 
1,100,000 Persons Were Examined. 


More than 5,000 vessels from for- 
eign countries were inspected by the 
New York immigration authorities 
last year, and more than 1,100,000 
persons were examined during that 
time, Benjamin M. Day, Commis- 


sioner of Immigration, told members 
of the Harlem-New York Council of 
Women at the Hotel Astor yesterday. 
About 300,000 of these persons were 
returning citizens, according to the 
Commissioner, while 120,000 were

In the presence of a number of war 
flying. experts ‘he’ went throygh all 
the ; es which cost thousands 
of lives among flying tyros and care- 
less pilots. 

It was not Captain De Haviland’s 
intention to smash a perfectly sound, 
light airplane, costing $3,250, but ef- 
fectively, if unintentionally, he 
showed that with ‘the addition of the 
Handley-Page automatic slots to an 
already extremely well-controlled ma- 
chine, and an improved. undercar- 
riage, one of the commonest errors 
of an inexperienced pilot, ‘which 
would normally have ended fatally, 
had no. evil results to the occupant 
of the machine. ; 

The main :risk of flying is the loss 
of flying speed at such a low alti- 
tude that the pilot has not time to 
recover ‘from ‘the resultant spin or 
nose-dive before he_ strikes the 
ground. Such an accident resulted 
in the recent death of Lady Carbery 
in Africa and the fall of Mrs. Miller 
mentioned in a dispatch today. 

The Handley-Page slot gives the 
pilot sufficient time after stalling to 
recover control before he enters a 
spinning nose dive. Captain De Hay- 
iland has gone further and harmon- 
ized the controls with the slots, so 
that an airplane literally thinks for 
the pilot after the latter has lost his 
head or is engaged in what is usually 
a fatal period of hesitation. ; 

At the same time Captain De Havi- 
land has devised an undercarriage 
that will withstand the more severe 
landing which the loss of control 
after a stall makes inevitable. This 
afternoon he deliberately tried to get 
his moth into a spin, but the air- 

lane refused to do anything more 

an descend in a wide * , from 
which any pilot could easily have re- 
—— control. He then tried to land 
rom ten feet above the ground. The 
airplane took the shock of this ‘‘pan- 
cake’’ without a bounce. 

Next he demonstrated the reverse 
error of flying into the ground in the 
belief that the earth is ten feet fur- 
ther. off. Again the undercarriage 
withstood the impact. 

Then he allowed the machine to 
fall from 200 feet in a flat stall, a 
manoeuvre no pilot will willingly at- 
tempt, but though the impact was 
sufficient .to break the airplane’s 
back the falling speed was not more 
than eight miles an hour. 

Captain De Haviland just stepped 
out casually and surveyed the wreck- 
age. 


WILBUR STRESSES NEED 
OF GOOD SHIPS FOR MEN 


Vessels as Homes, Helping in 
Training, Pictured to Clab 
in Pittsbargh. 





PITTSBURGH, March 19 (#),—Tak- 
ing a different tack in his appeal 


for a potential navy, Secretary Wil- 
bur today stressed the need of good 
ships as. homes for men under train- 
ing for national defense. 

Comparing the navy to the home, 
in an address before the Century 
Club at-luncheon here today, the 
Secretary said it must be kept clean 
and shipshape and in good order for 
service. 

He pointed out the need of target 
practice, manoeuvres. and naval 
problems and said they were invest- 
ments in brain power. 

T7The real problem of the navy,’’ 
he declared, ‘“‘is the men—their ae 
ical, moral and spiritual training, or 
the tasks that lie before them.’’ 

“T do not desire to~belittle the im- 

rtance of speed and gunfire, of 
orpedo and aircraft and submarine, 
for these are important, and:in time 
of war would be vital,’’ he continued. 
But in the everyday peace time ef- 
forts of the navy our expenditures 
for all these things focus upon the 
individual man. They are the instru- 
ments by which he is trained. In 
order to be trained in their use he 
must constantly use them. Such ex- 

nditures involved in wear and tear, 
or fuel and for upkeep, are primar- 
ily for the training of the men. It 
is the duty such as housekeeping in 
the home. 

“Let us not think of expenditure 
for the navy as.useless and exorbi- 
tant in time of peace, for a war 
which may never occur, but let us 
think of our navy as a training 
school for men. , 

“The navy of the United States 
ought to be one of the safest places 
in the world for the finest type of 
our young manhood, and the extent 
to which this ideal has been realized 
is not yet fully apprehended by our 
people.’’ : 

No more does the navy bean hold 
‘first place in the sailor’s vegetable 
diet. Canned tomatoes, peas and 
corn now outrank it in the order 
named.

SNITKIN COLLAPSES 
AT HOFFMAN TRIAL 


Defense Lawyer. in. Hospital 
After Being Stricken Twice 
With Heart Attack. 


CASE PUT OFF A WEEK 


Counsel to Murder Defendant First 
Sinks to Chair While Examining 
a Police Sergeant. 


Leonard A. Snitkin, counsel for 
Harry L. Hoffman, who is on trial 
on a first-degree murder indictment 
in connection with the shooting of 
Mrs. Maude C. Bauer in an auto- 
mobile in March, 1924, collapsed 
from a heart attack at noon yester- 
day while cross-examining a police 
witness in the Richmond County 
Court at St. George, S. I. The law- 


er an hour before had resumed his 
nterrogation of Sergeant Matthew J. 
McCormick of the New Dorp Sta- 
tion and had elicited’ certain ‘minor 
changes in the witness’s story when 
he into his chair. 

Mr. Snitkin recovered within a few 
minutes, however, and Judge J. 
Harry —— — pty his 
request for a temporary —— 
ment. But as the lawyer 
walk out of the court room, he 
collapsed in the arms of De ve 
Cotter of the District Attorney’s 
staff. Cotter, aided several court 
attendants, carried Mr. Snitkin to 
the Judge’s private chambers, where 
two physicians, who happened to be 
in the building, examined him and 
advised that he be removed imme- 
diately to a hospital. 


Judge Adjourns the Trial. 


Mr. Snitkin was taken to Staten 
Island Hospital], where it was found 
that his heart was in such a weak- 


ened condition that it would be nec- 
essary for him to remain for a week. 
When apprised.of . this. Ju Tier- 
nan then adjourned the trial .until 
next Monday, with a warning to the 
jurors that they must not discuss the 
case in the interim, and to inform 
the Court —— — n the event aa 
body — em or wrote 
them about the case. 

Later it developed that Mr. Snit- 
kin was striken with a similar at- 
tack about a year ago while tryin 
a case in Manhattan, but r nde 
to treatment. in. a” week. t the 
Staten Island Hospital last night it 
was said that he was resting com- 
fortably and his condition showed 
steady improvement. 

This is Hoffman’s second trial. At 
the first trial a few months after 
the killing he was found guilty of 
murder in the second degree and 
was sentenced by Judge Tiernan to 
Sing Sing to from twenty years to 
life imprisonment. This conviction 
and sentence later were set aside by 
the higher courts. 


McCormick Important Witness. 


Sergeant McCormick is one of the 
most. important witnesses against 
Hoffman. He told the jury on. Fri- 


day that when he was standing at 
the intersection of two streets in 
Bulls Head on the afternoon of 
March 25, 1924, Hoffman im 
in a Ford sedan from the direction of 
South Avenue in Chelsea, where 
Mrs. Bauer was murdered about 
fifteen minutes before. 

District Attorney Fach, through 
other witnesses, had brought out. 
that a few minutes before the shoot- 
ing, Mrs. Bauer had entered a Ford 
sedan with a dark man. who had of- 
fered to drive her to a garage to get 
help to free her own car from a rut 
at South and Merrell Avenues. Mrs. 
Bauer had left her aged mother and 
her own 3-year-old daughter in the 
car. The prosecutor contends that 
Hoffman was this motorist.

The local. and State contests will ‘be 
conducted by civic, music and cul- 
tural clubs in cooperation with the 
foundation. The five district con- 
tests will be held in New York, Chi- 
cago, Atlanta, Dallas and San Fran- 

cisco to choose the winners for the 
final audition. 

The New’ York district will com- 
ane the New England States, New 

ork, Pennsylvania, New Jersey,

Irregularity in Stocks Contin- 
ues, Trading Large—Money 
4Y,, Sterling $4.877. 


In the active stocks of yesterday’s 
tharkets, declines were more numer- 
ous than advances, and some of the 
declines ranged from 5 to 8 points. 
This was offset, however, by one or 
two exceedingly violent advances, in- 
cluding a rise of 28% points in one 
industrial stock, United States Cast 
Iron Pipe, which figured more con- 
Spicuously in last year’s market than 
it had hitherto done this year. That 
advance, like others of similar scope 
in the recent market, had no rela- 
tion to anything in the realities but 
the speculative situation, for it short- 
ly followed an annual report show- 
ing decrease of 30 per cent. in net 
profit during 1927. But coincidences 
of this kind have become familiar 
enough to cause little or no com- 
ment; movements of prices are apt 
to be based either on the simple fact 
that a ‘‘short interest’? could be 
driven in, or on talk of a “‘split-up,’’ 
or else on the general principle that 
this is 1928, not 1927. 

Taking the market as a whole, 
there was evidence of heavy realiz- 
ing on the speculative profits of the 
last ten days, but also of sufficient 
hew, buying to make the receding of 
prices an orderly process. Transac- 
tions again went above 3,000,000 
Shares, for the seventh consecutive 
five-hour business day. . There was 
no indication that the enthusiasm 
of the speculative outside public had 
abated. Only the railway shares, 
however, moved uniformly as a 
group;, nearly all of them lost a sub- 
stantial part of last. week’s sudden 
gains. 

. The money market, did not change, 
but sterling advanced again almost 
to $4.88, reaching the highest point 
of the year to date. With all of its 
‘recent.shifts, the price has remained 
more than 2 cents above that of a 
year ago, showing. how little the ex- 
change market has been affected by 
the season’s higher rediscount rate 
at the Federal Reserve. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the most important ex- 
port of gold has {been directed to a 
market whose ordinary discount rate 
is 1% to 1% per cent. below New 
York’s. But the extraordinary in- 
ternational position of Paris has 
been in no respect dependent on the 
relation of money rates. On the oth- 
er hand, one highly interesting phe- 
nomenon of the hour has been the 
outburst of speculation for the rise 
on ‘the stock market not only at 
Paris but at London, where money 
rates are described as high. Euro- 
pean financial critics have been dis- 
posed, and.perhaps not unreasona- 
bly, to describe the action of those 
markets a3 a consequence of the 
American speculative movement. 

Annual reports published yesterday 
by two large steel-producing com- 
panies, the United States Steel and 
the Bethlehem, add nothing to what 
was already known regarding the 
course of earnings in 1927. Compari- 
sons for last year as a whole are in 
fact somewhat misleading, because 
the great shrinkage in steel trade 
activity began only in midsummer; 
the first six months did very well. 
The remarks in regard to prices of 
the companies’ products are interest- 
ing, "however, and emphasize the 
position which was acknowledged to 
exist last Autumn. The United States 
Steel received on the average last 
year $2.38 per ton less than in 1926; 
the Bethlehem figures out a decrease 
of $1.87 per ton from that year and 
of $8.60 from the average of 1923. 
This decline in prices had not pro- 
ceeded unobserved, but it had been 
generally assumed, outside of the 
trade, that the declining prices were 
accepted willingly by the companies 
because of proportionately greater 
economies in production. 

The Bethlehem Steel’s report does 
in fact point out that, between 1923 
and 1927, average cost of, producing 
finished products had been reduced 
$7.27 per ton; but its figures show 
that the actual selling price had 
fallen $1.33 more than that. Prices 
have been raised for delivery later in 
the present year, and buying has 
been greatly stimulated by.the term 
allowed for continuance of the older 
prices. But the test of the market’s 
underlying character is possibly still 
ahead, and the question is still un- 
settled, how far the conditions which 
caused the progressive decline in. 
last year’s prices were or were not 
purely temporary. Decreased demand 
is assigned as the primary cause in 
the United States Steel’s report, but 
potential capacity in excess of con- 
sumer’s requirements must also have 
played its part,

Yesterday it put up a 
picturesque show for the first time 
in many months: Because it is popu- 
larly identified as a ‘‘Durant stock’’ 
it always has been more or less in 
the limelight. Rarely, however, has 
it held public interest as it did yes- 
terday in an uninterrupted advance 
of 28% points. The rise was accom- 
panied by reports that a ten-for-one 
split-up is in . prospect, largely 
through the intervention of the 
Durant interest. Wall Street had no 
authentic information as to such a 
reconstruction of the capital struc- 
ture, but the rumors seemed to be 
generally credited. A large short 
interest was reported to have -taken 
severe punishment. 


Rubber Stocks Come to Life. 


It has been so long since the rubber 
stocks showed any life that they 
commanded the interest of an admir- 
ing throng yesterday by what, for 
them, could be called a spirited ad- 
vance.

° Pod 
Large Treasury Balances Here. 


In discussions of the money mar- 
ket. yesterday ‘the point was made 
by bankers that an easier tendency 
should be helped; at least for a time, 
by the large Government deposits 
here, the result of the sale of new 
Treasury certificates this month. 
The Treasury so far has made only a 
small call on the proceeds of the 
latest security sale and it has on de- 
posit more than $136;060,000 in the 
banks of the New York Federal Re- 
serve District. Before its financing 
on March i5 the Treasury had ex- 
hausted its balances here, the final 
withdrawal having been made'‘on the 
day, that the new issues appeared. 
Until the deposits are withdrawn, the 
funds are available for the money 
market. At times, however, this 
slack is taken up by sales of Gov- 
ernment securities by.the Federal 
Reserve Bank. The next statement 
of the Reserve Bank will therefore 
be awaited with unusual interest to 
see if this policy is being followed at 
present. * 


German Loans Sidetracked 

Negotiation of. a large number of 
German loans is being held back by 
the Berlin Government’s opposition 
to extensive foreign borrowing at 
this time. Many of the larger invest- 
ment houses in New York have rep- 
resentatives in Germany who have 
had little trouble in coming to terms 
with industrial concerns and munici- 
palities for new loans to be floated 
here. All ‘such projects, however, 
must have the sanction of a Govern- 


ment committee. This committee has 
sidetracked the loans through the 
simple expedient of not holding meet- 
ings. :::At present’*there are many 
loans ‘which have not been specifical- 
ly rejected by the Government com- 
mittee but have not been sanctioned 
either, and they are likely to re- 
main suspended in their present 
state for some time. Bankers here 
are hopeful, however, that action will 
be obtained this Spring or Summer 
and that for the year as whole Ger- 
man financing in this market will 
reach a large total. 


Investment Demand. 


The broad extent of the investment 
demand has been demonstrated sev- 
eral times recently by the large new 
security issues that have been ab- 
sorbed by the stockholders of single 
companies without any offering to 
the public. A large utility company 
has announced a new bond issue for 
$50,000,000 which, although under- 
written by bankers, will be sold di-

Minority stockholders of the New 
York & Harlem Railroad were asked 
yesterday to take legal action to 
compel the New York Central Rail- 
road to give them an accounting of 
the profits made out of the ‘‘Har- 
lem’s real property.’’ This request 
‘was made In a letter sont to the mi- 
nority stockholders by the Harlem 
Protective Committee, which was 
formed in 1012 to defeat the efforts 
of. the New. York Central to acquire 
the outstanding stock of the New 
York & Harlem and merge that com- 
pany with the New York Central & 
Hudson River Railroad Company. 
The New York Central operates the 
New York & Harlem under lease. 

Along with this request thé com- 
mittee informed the minority group 
that the 1912 agreement had been ter~ 
minated and a “new committee 
formed,.”” The original purpose of 
the committee to prevent the merger, 
it was pointed out, was accomplished 
when a United States District Court 
enjoined such action. 

“The surviving members of the old 
committee and the gentlemen who 
have joined them in the formation 
of a new committee,” the notifica- 
tion read in part, “are all of the 
opinion that protective activities on 
behalf of the rlem minority stock- 
holders should not cease, but on heer 
contrary that vigorous ste —* 
be taken to on the righ Png 
the Central, which, as counsel ad- 
vise, exists in favor of the Harler’s 
minority stockholders.

Magistrate McAdoo Issues Ten 


Summonses in. Inquiry. Into 
Usurious Lending. .

1,000 VICTIMS COMPLAIN 


Tuttle Says $25,000,000 Was Ex- 
torted In Year Here—Broadway 
Called Haunt of the Usurers. 


While New York State yesterday 
began a legal hunt for loan sharks 
who are said to have extorted $25,- 
000,000 a year from victims here, 
twenty more witnesses appeared be- 
fore the Federal Grand Jury, and 
Assistant Federal Attorney Blake 
said the Broadway district was the 
principal haunt of the usurers. 

Chief Magistrate William McAdoo 
started the State’s active participa- 
tion in the loan shark inquiry when 
he issued ten summonses which will 
be returnable Thursday afternoon at 
2 o’clock. He took this step after 
calling on Assistant Attorney General 
Davis, representing Attorney General 
Ottinger, Special Attorney General 
Albert A. Raphael and Leon Hender- 
son of the Russell Sage Foundation. 

“They made to me, as a istrate, 
an oral complaint against ce n per- 
sons who, they allege, under the guise 
of loan agents, have been char ng 
usurious and extortionate interest for 
loans, mostly to salaried persons and 
others of all grades and classes, in- 
cluding city employes, and they asked 
me as a Magistrate to begin an in- 
vestigation, charging in this connec- 
tion a violation of the banking 
laws,”’ said Magistrate McAdoo. He 
explained that he acted under Section 
82 of the Inferior Criminal Courts 
act, which gives him power to sum- 


mon individuals. preparatory to tak-| Thi 


ing further legal steps if justified. 
n. the Federal any g 4 being con- 
ducted by attorneys of United States 
Attorney Tuttle’s staff, with the 3 
of the Russell Sage Foundation an 
other organizations, there were sev- 
eral developments. 

To show the wide scope of usurious 
practices in this State, Mr. Ttuttle 
announced that he had received more 
than a thousand letters from victims 
since he began the investigation. Mr. 
Blake, who examined a score of wit- 
nesses before the Federal Grand 
Jury, including one who was said to 
be a “strong-arm man’ whose job 
was to seize mortgaged cars and 
other property, asserted that most il- 
legal money lending is in the Broad- 
way Forties and principally concerns 
owners of cars who seek to borrow 
between $200 and $300. 

One man, Mr. Blake said yester- 
day, lost his $1,100 automobile 
through seizure when he defaulted on 
a $9 payment. Another paid out in 
legal expenses and repaid bills for his 
automobile $550 when he found him- 
self in arrears for a final payment of 
$2.50 on a loan of $225. 

The average premium paid by au- 
tomobile owners in the hands of the 
sharks, Mr. Blake said, is $20 on 
each $50 borrowed.

AIM TO FIND BASIC VALUES 


Difference Between Such Apppraisa!

There is a movement on foot to 
salvage some of the losses sustained 
by Florida investors. 


The frenzied finance which struck 
the ‘‘playground’’ of the United 
States some years ago left as a con- 
sequence economic problems that still 
remain unsolved.

SIMPSON PROTESTS IN VAIN 


Senator Fails to Delay Testimony 
Acainst Prosecutor Milton or 
to Get Banker’s Name.

TRENTON, N. J., March .19.— 
Clashes between Senator Simpson of 
Hudson County, the only Democrat 
on the. Legislative Committee that 
is investigating .the State Department 
of Banking and Insurance, and D. 
Prederick Burnett, the committee's 
counsel, enlivened today’s proceed- 


ings. 

The Senator objected to Attorney 
General oe vingas s testifying _be- 
fore Prosecutor ilton of Hudson 
County was allowed to take the stand 
in his: own defense. He also ob- 
jected. to Mr. Burnett’s failure to 
press Senator Richards of Atlantic 
County foy the name of a banker 
who.was said to have given ‘im- 
portant information’ two years ago 
to another legislative committee that 
probed the king Department. It 
was said that the information was 
ignored. 

Senator Richards declared today 
that the banker had nothing further 
to say. “Mr. Richards added that he 
would not reveal] the man’s name 
unti] released from the confidence 
that had beén imposed upon hini by 
the person involved. : 


Simpson Wants Banker Called. 


*Is the policy of this committee 
to .be determined by the witness?’’ 
Senator Simpson demanded of Mr. 
Burnett. ‘It is merely his opinion 
that there is no more information 
to ‘be obtained from this banker. If 
this committee is going through with 
this thing and is going to be fair, 
it should call this banker.”’ 

As soon as Attorney General Kat- 
zenbach had taken the stand and 
qualified as a voluntary witness 
Senator Simpson interposed his ob- 
ection against letting him testify 

fore Mr. Milton was-called. The 
Senate is holding up confirmation 
of the prosecutor’s reappointment 
pending his appearance before the 
investigating committee and that is 
why the Hudson Senator is anxious 
to put him on the stand. 

Counselor Burnett offered to put 
Mr. Milton on at once, reserving the 
right to cross-examine him later. Be- 
fore dropping. the subject, Senator 
Simpson asked that the Prosecutor 
be called next Monday, to which date 
the hearing was adjourned. 

Attorney General Katzenbach testi- 
fied that in 1924, before he became 
Attorney General, he obtained a 
charter for a group of men headed 
by the late Theodore W. Schimpf, 
organizers of the Seaside Trust 
Company of Atlantic City. This is 
the charter that Senator Richards 
charged was issued by Commissioner 
Maxson by order of Mayor Frank 
Hague of Jersey City, despite an un- 
favorable report by an examiner of 
the Banking Department. Mr. Katz- 
enbach said he had received a fee of 
$1,000 for his services, but had no 
a that Mr. Hague had any 
part in the issuance of the charter, 


Believes Hague Forced Charter. 


Senator Richards -was asked if he 
thought Commissioner Maxson would 
yield to orders of a ‘‘boss’’ rather 
than follow his own inclinations. The 
Senator said he was of the opinion 
the order caused the granting of the 
charter. 

“I never regarded Mr. Maxson as 
dishonest, but as weak,’’ said Mr.

First Direct

AKRON, Ohio, March 19 (#).—Di- 
rect radio communication between 
the industrial city of Akron and the 
newly opened rubber fields of Liberia 
was established late today with re- 
ceipt of a message from Harvey 8. 
Firestone Jr., now on an inspection 


trip to the rubber plantations of the 
Firestone Tire and Rubber Company 
in Western Africa. 

The message was sent from a sta- 
tion 4,600 miles distant to the Akron 
station on the roof of the Firestone 
plant. The transmitters of both sta- 
tions operate on a wave length of 
approximately 43.5 meters. © 

Mr. Firestone, accompanied by 
Mrs. Fitestone, has been in Liberia 
since early in January preparing for 
today’s test. In his first report to- 
day he said that the Liberian Gov- 
ernment officials. were cooperating 
in the company’s effort to make 
Liberia an important-rubber produc- 
ing country.
